TRANSFERRING THE INDIANS. 


General Miles, who h»« had much ex 


periemss aa an Indian fighter, proposes (o 
relieve the Indian Agents near the soono of 
the • present troubles ot tht- care of the 
agencies and fill their pluces with army offl- 
cars, in other «rordn, to transfer thu Indian 
Bureau fiom the Interior to the War De- 
partment. This policy has been advocated 
for years by very many people who have 
lived on the frontier and know something 
of the habits of the red m«n. IB 1S7G the 
House of Representatives, we believe, 
pasied an not transferring the Indians to 
the War Department, but the Indian 
Bing, which floannhed and fattened for 
aavoral years on rich contracts, was 
powerful to permit ita passage through the 
Senate and it fidled to become a law. 


Many strong arguments can b« advancei 


in support of the change. The War Do 
partment has to fight the Indians when 
they go on the war path and it should b 
afforded every opportunity to know where 
they are and when they leave their reserva- 
tions. If placed in full charge of the 
agencies where rations are served daily o 
weakly to Indians the officers would know 
how many are absent, and might learn tb 
cause of their abience, and be prepared to 
compel good behavior on their part. As i 
ia, as a general rule, eastern politicians 
who are utterly ignorant of the Indian 
character, as a reward for partisan service 
are appointed agents, and too frequently 
as has been repaatelly proved by mvesti 
gation, make the point to enrich them 
selves at the expense ol their warda. Th 
evils of this system Are too apparent to re 
qn'ra cornni»nt. 


The Indian Bureau is one of tho mos 


prominent divisions of the Interior Depart- 
ment and is used for partisan purposes 
with great advantage. The transfer of th« 
Bureau is therefore opposed by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, but it should not be 
left to his discretion. The people are 
taxed to support the Indiana and Congress 
as the representative of the people should, 
as General Miles suggests, place them io 
care ot the military, who would be respon- 
sible for their oonduot in time of peace and 
fight them as they now have to do in times 
of war.

They have bailt very substantial 
chutes and platforms for handling the gyp- 
sum both at the mine and at Lovelock 
Station. 


J. H. Thies has a force ot twelve men 


stoping out ore at his antimony mine. 
Mr. Thies is shipping direct to England, 
and calculates on shipping ona hundred 
tons of antimony by tbe 1st of February 
next. Ha has hundred* ot Cous of ore iu 
sight, as he has been at work for months 
opening tip the mine and stripping the 
lead preparatory to taking out ore. 


A large deposit of manganese is reported

Indian Agent McLanghlin has given 


the Sioux to understand that be will 
stand no nonsense in regard to the coin- 
ing of the Messiah. More than a dozen 
of the red men now lie in the guard 
house for unseemly conduct, and Kick- 
ing Horse, who claims to have jnet re- 
turned from heaven, has been ordered to 
leave the reservation forever. 


Kicking Horse claims to have gone to 


heaven through a hole in the clouds. He 
is cunning enough to mix Christian doc- 
trine Tvith his prophetic preaching to 
make it seem more real. The Great Spirit 
told Kicking Horse that his children, 
the Indians, had suffered long enough, 


" and the time had arrived when they 


would again occupy the earth so long 
held by the whites, but they must not 
kill or molest the whites. The Great 
Spirit said he himself would wipo out 
the white race from the face of the 
earth. The Great Spirit told Mm the 
earth was getting full of holes, and 
many places were rotten. 


He would gradually send a wave of 


earth twenty feet or more over the coun- 
try. It would move slowly. The In- 
dians must keep dancing, so as to keep 
on top, and when the wave passed all 
the whites would be buried underneath 
and the Indians would be on top. 'All 
the dead Indians would be restored to 
life again, and all the buffaloes, horses, 
game and all their old hunting grounds 
•would be as they were hundreds of years 
ago, and the Indians would for all time 
in the future own and occupy this earth/ 
All Indians who would not listen to the 
words of the prophet and keep dancing 
would be turned into fishes and occupy 
the rivers and streams. 


He said that while talking to the Great 


Spirit the devil came to them. He de- 
scribes the devil as being very tall, with 
immense knee joints and monster mouth 
and long teeth.

Drlnlis from the Slot. 


The latest development in the "penny- 


in-the-slot" system is an automatic cof- 
fee tavern now on exhibition at Birming- 
ham. The purchaser drops in his penny 
and palls oat a knob labeled with the 
drink he desires. Then, by pressing a 
tap, he is able to draw tho exact quan- 
tity. There are two plated cnps for the 
use of customers, and a second tap gives 
a constant supply of water for rinsing. 
Each reservoir of drink holds seven gal- 
lons, and tea and coffee are kept hot by 
an unseen gaa burner. The automaton 
tarns the gas out when tho reservoir 
is exhausted, and displays a notice 
"Empty" in front. Iced drinks are to 
be sold through tho same machines, 
which can also bo utilized for the sale of 
sandwiches, pies and cakes.—London 
Tit-Bits.
